SOUTH CIRCULAR ROAD. 
(BEFORE SPECIAL COMMISSIONERS.) 


The Special Commissioners—Mr. P. Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. J. M. Fi ,  K.C— 
delivered judgment in the case of Hayden 
ag: ; Corporation Dublin, 
The plaintiffs live in oe houses in

roadway The plaintiffs alleged negligence on 
the part of the Corporation, inasmuch as care 
had not been taken to see that the pipes 
under the roadway were sale from the opera- 
tions of a 13j-ton steam roller, which was 
Mi used on the road at the time of the 
: accident in September, 1925. Judge Pigot, in 
the Circuit Court, dismissed the action on the 
merits, and the plaintiffs appealed. 

Mr. Commissioner Lynch said that the main 
was approximately fourteen inches under the 
surface of the road, at a place about a foot 
from the corner of Warren street and Lennox 
street. The actions were framed in negligence. 
It was admitted by the Corporation’s engineer 
that no investigation was made before the 
rolling began as to the location of the gas 
mains,-and there was no evidence that any of 
the defendants’ employés who were engaged 
in the work made any inquiry or investigation 
into the matter until after the explosion. In 
March, 1885, the Corporation t over con- 
trol of these roads from the Dublin Artisans’ 
Dwellings Company, with gas mains and 
sewers. No evidence had been given as to 
what information was available for the de- 
fendants in their maps or plans of the streets 
in question as to the position of the mains or 
their depth from the surface of the road. For 
the defendants it was contended that the 
main was improperly laid; that at the point 
where the principal break occurred the main 
was resting on what was apparently an old 
wall or culvert. or the remains of such. and 
that at that point it was only fourteen inches 
from the surface of the roadway; that this 
was an improper way to have laid the main, 
and that it was the cause of the injury that 
resulted to the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs, who 
were not in affluent circumstances, suffered 
very Seriously as a result. Owing to their 
financial position they had not been able to 
bring their case into court in a satisfactory 
manner. He had come to the conclusion that 
the trial was unsatisfactory, owing to the 


failure to present further evidence tl} 
t 
should have been available on behalf 
of the plaintiffs. But althougb the 
case for the plaintiffs might have 


failed for this reason, the dismiss that was 
pronounced should not have been in such 
form as to shut the plaintiffs out from pre- | 
senting a better case, if they could do so. 
He, therefore, thought that the dismiss in 
the Court below should have been without 
prejudice. The plaintiffs must pay the costs 
of the a in the Circuit Court. The 
order appealed from not bein sustainable, 
there should be no costs of the appeal, as 
neither party had been completely successful. 
Mr. Commissioner Fitzgerald, coinciding 
with his learned colleague, said that there 
could be no doubt upon the evidence that 
the fracture of the gas main was directly 
caused by the operation of the heavy steam 
roller. He was of opinion that the plain- 
tiffs, in order to support their claiths for 
negligence or breach of duty, should have at 
least established in proof that the Corpora- 
tion actually knew, or could, or onght to 
have known, of the insufficient protection or 
improper laying of the gas main before they 
brought the steam roller on to this bye-road 
or side :treet. Under the circumstances :t 
seemed to him inequitable that these humble 
plaintifis should be deprived of all redress 
in respect of a very serrous injurv merely by 
reason of the insufficiency of the evidence 
adduced on their behalf. He agreed that the 
Circuit Judge’s dismiss on the merits should 
be alteged to ‘‘ without prejudice.’”’ 
Mr. W. J. Gleeson, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgerald), appeared for 
the plaintiffs; Mr. Wood, K.C., and Mr. P. 
White {instructed by Mr. T. F. Burke’ 
appeared for the Corporation. 


BREACH OF PROMISE 
ACTION, 


£350 DAMAGES FOR RETURNED 
IRISH-AMERICAN, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


An action was heard in which Eileen 
Crowley, a returned Irish-American, of 
Butlerstown, Co, Cork, claimed £1,000 
damages against John McDonagh, of the 


same place, for alleged breach of promise of 
marriage. 

‘The defence was that the engagement was 
mutually rescinded. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. G. Daly (in- 
structed by Mr. Maurice O’Connor) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Joseph O’Connor, 
K.C., and Mr. J. Kavanagh (instructed by 
Mr. P. W. O'Donovan) for the defendant. 
The plaintiff stated that she was employed 
as a personal maid by a lady in Pittsburg, 
United States of America, at a weekly wage 
of £4. She returned on holidays to her 
native place in May, 1922, when she met 
the defendant, who was a  ivil servant in 
the Malay States, earning £500 a year. 
They both walked about a lot together, and 
he said on one occasion that she wonld be 
a wonderful wife and al in a cottage. 
Later, when they were walking by the sea, 
she remarked that she would be leaving very 
soon for the United States. He said he 
was going East and would like to take her 
with him, and suggested that they should 
be married in a registry office. She said 
she would like to be married by a priest. 
He then asked her io wait for three vears, 
and some time later they both went to 
Cork City, where he took her into a jeweller’s 
shop and bought her an engagement ring, 
for which he paid £7 10s. or £7 15s., and 
put it on her firger. After this they had 
tea at a friend’s, where he introduced her 
as his fiancée, 

Replying to Mr. Bewley, the plaintiff said 
that she had a number of letters from the 
defendant after his return to the Malay 
States. In one letter he signed himself, 
“ Cheerio, your loving baby, John.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna—In recent musical 
comedies the word “baby” seems to be 
— to everything. (Laughter.) 

n another letter, the plaintiff continued, 
the defendant wrote thanking her for silk 
socks that she had sent him and sending her 
the measurement of the neck-band of his 
shirts. In a letter of 26th August, 1926, the 
defendant gave the first intimation of his 
intention to break off the engagement. He 
mentioned that he was subject to malarial 
fever and was not able to fulfil his contract 
until March of the following year. He 
advised her ir. that letter to “sit tight” 
till he got back and not to get hysterical. 
When he returned from the Malay States she 
met him at Tilbury Docks, London. Defend- 
ant borrowed £10 from her to pay his hotel 
bills and £2 for a osit on a suit. He 


remarked then that only the ss 
ring remained to be bought. Defend- 
ant never repaid any of this money. 


When they got back to Ireland the defendant 
told her to remain in Cork City and went to 
Butlerstown himself. After a bá delay she 
had a postcard from the defendant’s brother 
usking to have the engagement withdrawn. 
She went then personally to Butlerstown and 
confronted the defendant, ‘He said he 
authorised the sending of the postcard, and 
added, ‘‘Our engagement is dissolved.’’ 
Asked for his reasons for doing this, the de- 
fendant accused her of making attacks on his 
, were un- 
true. Defendant then said he would com- 
nsate her for all her expenses, and advised 
er to return to America. They both drank 
glasses of sherry, and when parting he said, 
‘Cheerio,”” and she said, “ Good-bye, John. 
We are friendly enemies.”’

WARDMASTER SUES 
WIDOWER FOR £400. 


Christopher Dixon, a wardmaster in the 
Dublin County Home, suing as executor of 
the late Mrs. Elizabeth Mary McTiernan, 
claimed from the defendant John McTiernan, 
394 North Circular road, merchant and R.C. 
pensioner, husband of the deceased’ woman, a 
sum of £400, which, he alleged, that in 
October, 1925, Mrs. McTiernan lent to her 
husband and no part of which plaintiff alleged 
had been repaid.

BRITISH CABINET’S 
LONG MEETING. 


APPROVED. 


From THE Press AssociraTion’s Lossy 
CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Friday. 

The Cabinet met this afternoon in the 
Prime Minister’s room at the House of 
Commons to consider the problems arising 
out of the Geneva Naval Conference. 

The meeting lasted until six o'clock, 
this being the longest meeting of Ministers 
since the days of the coal stoppage. I 
understand that the meeting only broke 
up then because several Ministers had 
engagements in the country, and that 
there will be further conferences of the 
Ministers more directly concerned during 
the week-end, and also next week. 


DELEGATES TO RETURN TO 
GENEVA. 

I learn authoritatively to-night that the 
British delegates—Mr. Bridgeman and 
Lord Cecil of Chelwood—fully explained 
the position at to-day’s Cabinet meeting, 
and that they are returning to Geneva 
with the Government's full and unanimous 
approval of the line they have taken. 
They will return to Geneva almost at once, 
and the Conference there will be resumed 
immediately. It is probable that before 
their departure the two Ministers will 
have further consultations with experts in 
London. 


BRITAIN’S OBJECT. 

‘When the British Government was 
invited to take part in the Geneva Con- 
ference we accepted that invitation from 
the United States with one object and 
purpose alone—to secure by agreement 
such a measure of naval limitation. of 
armament as might afford some relief to 
the overburdened taxpayers of this and 
other countries.”’

Japanese Press comments on the British 
policy at Geneva have disagreeably sur- 
prised those who expected that the old 
alliance and the {fundamental similarity 
uf needs would create a sympathetic 
atmosphere. As the discussions have pro- 
ceeded the Press has developed a steadily 
increasing antipathy to the British pro- 
nosals, until to-day it is safe to say that 
every newspaper reader in Japan who 
thinks about the matter pictures Great 
Britain as the obstructive element at the 
Conference, blocking progress by her 
inordinate demands. 
The Tokyo Nichi Nichi has more than 
once warned its readers that Geneva was 
revealing a new rivalry for sea supremacy 
between Great Britain and the United 
States which would affect all currents of 
world politics. 
The Osaka Asahi has employed argu- 
ments in which the United States Fleet 
is compared with the former German Fleet 
as an obstacle to British power. 


UNFAVOURABLE FACTORS. 


Two factors which might have been 
avoided have adversely affected Japanese 
opinion. The first is the failure to com- 
prehend the origina! British proposals 
and an uncritical readiness to accept the 
American suspicions that they screened 
some elaborate plan for maintaining 
British supremacy. The second is Mr. 
Bridgeman’s reported demand for a total 
of 600,000 tons of cruisers. 

This latter report has had a long run, 
and has never been effectively contra- 
dicted. The surprise and resentment 
which it aroused have coloured the whole 
subsequent discussion. Its unfortunate 
influence is illustrated in the attitude of 
the Tokio Jiji, which, dropping its 
Anglophile tradition of thirty years, has 
become a severe critic. 

Officials here nderstand the British 
position and are not wnsympathetic, even

Mr. George Gillett, Labour member for 
Finsbury, who has not hitherto shone much 
in financial debates, moved the rejection of 
the bill on behalf of the Opposition. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. Pethick Law- 
rence, who did not think that the Chancellor, 
in his most exalted mood, would describe his 
bill as a great work of high finance. It was 
after this that Sir Frederick Wise pronounced 
judgment. on the Chancellor, and warned him 
that it.was not always wise to trust appear- 
ances. There was, he said, a veiled insurrec- 
tion among the Ministerial back-benchers, due 
to the failure of Mr. Churchill to carry into 
effect his promises of recovery. 

METHODS OF TAX COLLECTORS. 

Mr. Sandeman, another Conservative, ex- 
atiated upon present-day methods of Income 
Tax Collectors. He quoted several instances, 
but the one that interested the House was a 
demand from an Inspector requiring a tax- 
, ‘payer to furnish a return of his household 
expenses for the years 1901 to 1924, The 
answer to this demand was—‘‘This is a 
conundrum dealing with a period of over 
twenty years, and I should have to say what 
the nigger said: ‘I give it up and leave it 
to you to find an answer.’’’

the capacious maw of money-lenders. What 
they wanted was a Chancellor courageous 
enough to say to the people who Ient the 
money :—‘‘ You will get your interest out of 
the general welfare of Great Britain. The 
war was fought to protect your property and 
your life, and you do not need anything more 
out of the State’s purse than you have got— 
the right to live freely in the country.” 

Sir Robert Horne, who also urged the 
need for a drastic reduction in national ex- 
penditure, referred to the concession made 
by the Chancellor in regard to his company 
super-tax proposals, and said that it would 
be a mistake to imagine that the apprehen- 
sions of the business world were altogether 
allayed. Mr. William Graham described the 
provisions of the bill as make-shift devices 
to get the Chancellor out of a temporary 
difficulty, and said that whilst he was not 
one of those who believed that the indus- 
trial and economic sun of Great Britain 
had _ set, it would require very 
wise handling of our finances if we were 
to cope with the pressure - from America and 
a recovering Germany. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill’s answer to this was 
that the Chancellor had taken a wise course 
in providing for temporary emergencies by 
temporary measures, instead of resorting to a 
wholesale raiding of their roosts.

VALENTIA STILL WAITING. 

From Qur SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 

| VALENTIA, Friday. 

Yet. another day has passed in fruitless 
waiting, and Captain Courtney has not come. 
Official information here, however, is that he 
will certainly start to-morrow or on Sunday. 

To most people Valentia Island seems of 
little importance. It is known only for its 
wireless station, but few realise that in tele- 
graphy, as well as in wireless, it is the con- 
necting link between the Old World and the 
New. 

At the present moment fifty operators are 

in residence at the telegraph station, but 
- during the war the number exceeded 200. 
Later came the advent of the wireless station, 
which established another link between 
Europe and America. Normally, from fifteen 
to twenty wireless operators are in residence 
“here. 

For liners and aeroplanes crossing the 
‘Atlantic from West to East this station 1s 
the first point of communication and contact. 
So great is the power of the Valentia Wireless 
' Station that the operators are able to “' time 
in’’ when things are slack and have a chat 
- with operators of one or the other of the 
American stations. ‘It often happens in this 
way that-these men on this island are better 
informed of big things happening across the 
water. than people in the cities. 

Valentia Island boasts of a population of 
nearly 2,000 souls, and has a good-sized town; 
while the-weather on the average is genial. 

As an air port for. flying boats, Valentia 
is ideally situated. From its northerly point, 
* Doulas -Head,.-the mainland forms a wide 
semi-cirele around the base of the island, 
forming’a broad channel from hair a mile to 
over a mile in Width. This channel ts so 
‘sheltered by mountains and hills that one 
section of it is always calm and sheltered in 
the greatest gale, and no matter from what 
point the wind is blowing. It is easy of 
access for flying boats entering or leaving. 

If Captain Courtney successfully completes 
the flight to New York-he will have the 
honour to be the first airman to cross the 
Atlantic from East to West. He will have 
to compete with adverse winds all the way 
across. 

Commandant Fitzmaurice and Captain 
Crossley, who have come down from Bal- 
donnel officially to welcome Captain Courtney, 
have decided to stay at Fermoy until Satur- 
day evening or Sunday morning. If they ; 
landed on Valentia Island and had to remain 
for some days their machines would be in the 
open and might suffer damage.

A stúdent, who claimed that his career 
had been wrecked the action of a pro- 
fessor at Aberdeen University, was the un- 
i successful appellant against a judgment given 
against him by Sheriff Laing at Aberdeen. 

e pursuer was Lewis Ooutts, of la Orchard 

, Aberdeen, who claimed £5,000 from 
rofessor Adolphus Alfred Jack, M.A., on 
the ground that the latter wrongfully refused 
to allow him to attend the Honours English 
Class during the winter session, 1923-24; and 
a further on the ground that the pro- 
fessor slandered him by alleging at private 
meetings that he was “ mad, ignorant, and 


silly.” 
THE JUDGMENT’. 

The Sheriff Principal dismissed the appeal, 
and found the pursuer liable to the defender 
in the expenses ,of the appeal. 
Giving judgment ‘yesterday he said that 
the two charges alleged against the defender 
were that he had slandered the pursuer at 

a private meeting between them by saying 
that the pursuer was ‘‘ mad, ignorant, and 
silly,” and thatthe ‘defender in October, 
1925, by his wrongful refusal to allow the 
mig to attend the advanced honours Eng- 
ish class frustrated the pursuer’s educational 
progress, prevented him getting the Honours 

egree, and consequently ruined his prospec- 

tive career as a teacher or journalist. e 
Pursuer was following a course of study at 
fhe University in the hope of fitting himself 
for an Honours degree in English, and the 
defender, who was Professor of. English and 
Literature, was charged with his instruction. 
It was very obvious that if the defender’s 
duty was to be faithfully performed for the 
pursuer’s benefit, the latter’s work in the 
class must be subject to the defender's 
Vigilant attention, and to such criticism as 
an expert in the subject should think fit to 
offer. 

The pursuer, in grevious displeasure that 
his work was unfavourably criticised by his 
professor, retorted upon the latter at a private 
meeting and winged words were flying .when 
defender—according to allegation—said that 
the pursuer was “mad, ignorant and silly “ 
The words plainly were uttered, if uttered 
at all, upon a privileged occasion, and, there- 
fore without averments, to set up a case of 
malice on defender’s part. The charge was 
irrelevant. The defender gs professor had 
duties not only to his students, but also to 
the University authorities, One of the stand 
ing regulations with respect to the order of 
study for a in Arts stated: “A 
student shall not be permitted to attend an 
advanced course in any subject unless he 
shall have satisfied the professor or lecturer 
that he is qualified to profit by such attend-
